It is alleged that the sister in- 
duced James Lindsey to marry her 
mother and thereby secured the bulk of 
the fortume for herself and Alonzo. 

Whiteman, from his celiroom in Au- 
burn Prison, declares he was in Europe 
at the time the second marriage of his 
mother took place, and-that he knew 
nothing of the marriage. When asked 
the question as to whether she paid the 
$1000 for the purpose charged, Mrs. 
tibbs answered: ‘I did not pay it. It 
might have been pald by my attorneys.”’ 

It is asserted that on the face of the 
records and depositions, Ms. Gibbs paid 
nothing for the property and the conten- 
tion in the suityis as to whether the 
property and the contention in the suit 
is as to whether the property was fraud- 
ulently conveyed to her. Whiteman, it 
said, has no. interest in the result of 
the suit.
